OPERA  HOUSE  OPENING 

Sir  Asher  Joel  envisaged  the  gala 
occasion  for  the  opening  of  the  Opera 
House  as  an  event  which  will  capture 
world  wide  attention. 

Sir  Asher,  chairman  of  the 
committee  organising  the  opening,  said 
that  Sydney  Harbour  will  erupt  with  a 
cacophony  of  sounds  and  colour  when 
the  Queen  declares  the  Opera  House 
open. 

There  will  be  ferries,  14  warships, 
and  anything  from  500  to  1,000 
decorated  tugs  and  power  boats  which 
will  herald  the  occasion  with  siren 
blasts  and  a  fanfare  of  sound. 

Sir  Asher  described  the  opening  as  a 
very  important  occasion  in  the  cultural 
history  of  Australia. 

A  special  harbour  carnival  would  be 
held  in  the  afternoon  of  the  opening 
day,  climaxed  by  a  fireworks  display 
at  night. 

There  would  also  be  three  concerts 
held  simultaneously  at  Dawes  Point, 
McMahons  Point  and  Farm  Cove. 

Helicopter  and  aircraft  flights,  the 
release  of  60,000  balloons  and  flights 
of  pigeons  will  add  to  the  festive 
nature  of  the  occasion. 

Let  us  join  fellow  members  in 
acclaiming  Sir  Asher’s  genius  for  his 
organisation  of  this  momentous  event.

VALE  GEORGE  WATSON 

The  Club  is  poorer  for  the  passing 
last  month  of  senior  member  George 
Watson. 

As  told  in  these  columns  recently, 


the  Mrs.  Watson  in  Aeneas  Gunn’s  “We 
of  the  Never  Never”  was  George’s 
mother.  She  was  the  first  white 
woman  in  the  Territory,  and  George 
was  the  first  white  child. 

George  went  to  Geelong  College 
and  was  keenly  interested  in  athletics. 
At  16  he  played  Australian  Rules  with 
one  of  the  top  clubs  in  Melbourne. 

As  he  progressed,  George  became 
noted  by  excelling  wherever  a  ball  was 
used,  it  was  as  if  second  nature  to  him, 
whether  it  be  cricket,  golf,  billiards, 
snooker  or  bowls. 

George’s  male  forebears  came  from 
Ireland  and  were  great  horsemen. 

His  grandfather  established  the 
Melbourne  Hunt  Club,  and  was  very 
prominent  in  the  activities  of  the 
Victorian  Racing  Club.  He  was  famous 
as  its  first  starter,  and  on  his 
retirement  his  son  succeeded  him  as 
starter. 

The  name  of  Watson  became 
entrenched  as  a  byword  in  the  world 
of  racing,  and  it  was  claimed  that  the 
terminology  “they  were  betting  like 
the  Watsons”  originated  with  the 
family. 

George  was  a  member  of  the  6th 
Australian  Light  Horse. 

He  joined  Sydney  Legacy  in  1940, 
and  his  first  assignment  was  with 
junior  welfare.  In  1948  he  joined  the 
medical  committee  and  served  thereon 
for  a  quarter  of  a  century  until  he  was 
placed  on  the  Legacy  honour  roll  of 
reservists  last  year. 

George  was  a  dependable  and 
reliable  man,  a  great  companion  and  a 
good  mixer. 

To  Dorothy,  his  widow,  and 
daughters  Margaret  and  Janet,  we 
express  our  deepest  sympathy.

FEZ  PLEEZ 

Recently  we  were  present  at  a 
discussion  between  members  on  the 
First  Floor  regarding  public  transport 
from  the  city  to  Randwick 
Racecourse,  as  to  when  the  trams  first 
started  and  when  they  finished 
running. 

Through  the  kind  auspices  of  Sir 
Brian  Crowley’s  officers  we  elicited 
the  following. 

The  tram  tracks  to  Randwick  from 
the  city  were  laid  down  in  1880.  The 
first  trams  ran  to  the  course  at  the 
Spring  meeting  of  that  year. 

During  the  week  prior  to  the 
meeting  a  trip  was  made  to  the  course 
and  was  pronounced  an  unqualified 
success.  Trams  started  their  regular 
trips  on  Derby  Day,  September  4, 
1880,  the  fare  being  fixed  at  a  shilling 
each  way. 

But  on  the  second  day  the  fare  was 
reduced  to  sixpence  each  way  in 
response  to  public  agitation  and  the 
effects  of  competition  with  the 
horse-drawn  omnibuses  which  were 
soon  to  disappear. 

The  last  tram  into  Randwick 
Racecourse  was  run  in  1960. 

Workmen  started  after  the 
Anniversary  meeting  to  remove  the 
steel  tracks  in  preparation  for  a 
roadway  for  the  buses. 

The  first  buses  ran  into  the 
specially  built  terminus  at  the 
Randwick  Centenary  Autumn  meeting 
of  the  same  year. 
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AJC  committeeman  Dr.  Denis 
Rowe  questioned  an  item  of  Pat 
Murray’s  training  bill  —  “special  grass 
$2.50.” 

Why  did  the  horse  have  to  eat 
special  grass,  Denis  wanted  to  know. 
Weren’t  oats  and  chaff  good  enough, 
without  having  to  buy  special  grass? 

Pat  pointed  out  patiently  that 
“special  grass  $2.50”  was  the  charge 
the  AJC  made  for  allowing  horses  to 
gallop  on  a  special  section  of  the  track.

The  role  of  Lord  Mayor  will  be  a 
full  time  task  for  Alderman  Nick 
Shehadie,  the  son  of  a  Redfern 
clergyman  and  former  RU  captain  for 
Australia. 

“I  was  deputy  to  two  excellent 
Lord  Mayors,  fellow  Club  member  Sir 
Emmet  McDermott,  and  David  Griffin, 
and  I  believe  I  can  use  that  experience 
to  benefit  the  city,”  said  Nick.

His  wife 
Marie  is  a  psychiatrist  and  the  director 
of  the  Adolescent  Psychiatric  Unit  for 
NSW. 

Nick  is  chairman  of  both  the  1988 
Sydney  Olympic  Games  committee 
and  the  Opera  House  opening  sports 
and  recreational  sub-committee.  He  is 
also  patron  of  the  Parents  Without 
Partners  organisation,  and  a  member 
of  the  Elizabethan  Trust. 

As  Lady  Mayoress,  Mrs.  Shehadie  will 
arrange  the  Opera  Ball,  a  major  social 
event  to  mark  the  opening  of  the 
Opera  House  in  October. 

As  the  Lord  Mayor,  Nick  will  be 
presented  to  the  Queen  at  the  opening 
on  26th  October,  and  will  be  host  to 
the  Queen  when  she  visits  the  Town 
Hall.

Australian  Dental  Congress  held  at  the 
Opera  House  in  July. 

On  rare  occasions  the  Australian 
Dental  Assocation  recognises 


individuals  who  have  contributed  to 
the  progress  of  dentistry  at  a  level 
beyond  that  which  normally  could  be 
expected,  and  bestows  on  them  its 
highest  honour  of  honorary  life 
membership. 

Alan  Grainger  graduated  at  Sydney 
Uni,  is  a  past  president  of  the  NSW 
branch  of  the  ADA,  and  has  been 
president  of  the  Dental  Board  for  the 
past  ten  years. 

He  was  a  federal  councillor  of  the 
ADA  from  1953-1968  and  federal 
president  from  1964-1968.  He  is 
currently  president  of  the  Asian 
Pacific  Dental  Federation. 

In  1969  Queen  Elizabeth  conferred 
on  him  the  honour  of  CBE. 

Our  congratulations  to  Alan,  and 
world  dentistry  can  rest  assured  that 
this  unassuming  Australian  will  indeed 
serve  it  well.
